Captain  Sullivan,  in  charge  of 
procuring  applicants  for  the  Marine 
Corps’  Platoon  Leaders  Class  pro- 
gram. will  make  the  library  his 
headquarters  while  at  Loyola.  PLC, 
a major  source  of  procuring  officers 
for  the  Marine  Corps  and  Marine 
Corps  Reserve,  is  a plan  whereby 
college  students  receive  officer 
training  during  two  summer  en- 
campments at  Quantlco,  Va. 

Cominissions  Offered 

After  successful  completion  of 
these  two  six-week  periods,  en- 
rollees  are  commissioned  as  second 
tioutenante  in  the  Marine  Corps  Re- 
serve upon  receipt  of  their  bacca- 
laureate degree.  A small  percent- 
age of  enrollees  are  offered  regular 
Marine  Corps  commissions.  Platoon 
Leaders  do  not  take  military  sub- 
jects during  their  academic  year. 

Certain  pre-eminently  qualified 
college  Btudenls  who  are  veterans 
with  at  least  a year's  service  may 
be  accepted  In  advanced  standing 
so  that  only  one  summer  training 
period  is  required  before  commis- 
sioning. 

Salaries  Paid 

Students  undergoing  initial  sum- 
mer training  are  promoted  to  cor- 
poral and  arc  paid  $95.00  a month. 
Second-year  trainees  are  sergeants 
and  receive  $117.60  monthly.  Dur- 
ing training  they  receive  free  hous- 
ing, food,  uoiforms.  medical  care, 
and  transportation  to  and  from 
their  homes, 

The  age  limit  is  18  to  25  years. 
Students  who  will  be  25  or  over  on 
July  1 of  the  year  they  are  gradu- 
ated arc  ineligible. 

First  year  training  emphasizes 
basic  subjects  and  Indoctrination, 
while  the  senior  course  stresses 
tactics  and  qualifies  graduates  as 
Infantry  troop  loaders.

Several  Catholic  leaders  in  labor, 
business,  and  law  will  lecture  at 
the  conference,  which  will  be  open 
to  the  public.

Loyola  College  was  awarded  the 
Confraternity  of  Christian  Doctrine 
commission  for  Baltimore,  Wash- 
ington, and  Bmmitsburg  at  the  re- 
gional meeting  held  at  Mt.  St. 
Agues  College  recently.  Neil  Bath- 
on.  ‘63,  was  appointed  chairman  of 
the  committee. 

As  a result  of  this  commission, 
the  Evergreen  delegation  has  re- 
ceived another  vote  on  the  regional 
council.  This  will  enable  Loyola 
to  have  a stronger  influence  on  the 
decisions  ot  the  council  and  to 
command  more  recognition. 

in  addition  to  regional  activities, 
the  campus  delegation  co-operated 
with  the  Junior  Sodality  by  co- 
sponsoring a clothing  drive  last 
week.  The  main  purpose  of  the 
drive  was  to  aid  a Polish  seminar- 
ian, who  expressed  a need  for  cloth- 
ing in  a recent  letter.

To  teach  any  of  the 
following  subjects,  you  need  the 
number  of  semester  hours  specified: 
English  or  Social  Studies  — LM; 
Mathematics.  Latin,  French,  Chem- 
istry, or  Biology  — 18;  High  School 
Science — 27.  (b)  Sixteen  semester 
hours  in  Education  courses,  ns  fol- 
lows: Educational  Psychology  — 3, 
Principles  of  High  School  Teaching 
— 3;  Special  Methods,  Observation- 
al Psychology  — 3;  Principles  ot 
High  School  Teaching  — 3;  Special 
Methods,  Observation  anti  Piactioe 
Teaching  — 5;  elective  courses  In 
secondary  education  — 5.  It  is 
recommended  that  credit  for  13 
semester  hours  in  Education  he 
earned,  though  only  16  are  re- 
quired.

About  40  Loyola  students  aro  now  taking  a course  which  will  pre- 
pare them  to  become  lay  catechetical  teachers  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Confraternity  of  Christian  Doctrine.  This  course  Is  part  ot  a general 
drive  to  Increase  the  number  of  religion  inslnictors  now  teaching  In 


the  Archdiocese. 

Tho  course  is  being  taught  by 
two  nuns  from  the  Mission  Helpers 
of  the  Sacred  Heart.  They  meet 
the  Loyola  students  every  Monday 
afternoon  for  a two-hour  class  last- 
ing from  3:30  to  6:30. 

"I  consider  this  one  of  the  most 
worthwhile  projects  we  have  under- 
taken at  Loyola,"  says  the  Rev. 
Matthew  G.  Sullivan,  S.  J..  Dean  of 
Loyola.  He  added  that  this  course 
will  be  repeated  next  year,  If  pos- 
sible. 

Seventeen  of  the  students  are 
members  of  the  Class  of  1953,  while 
13  are  sophomores-  The  remainder 
are  comprised  of  juniors  and  sen- 
iors.

It  would  bo  difficult  to  find  a 
belter  statement  of  the  viewpoint 
of  the  modern  materialist,  who 
cares  little  for  the  rcslrlctlonB  im- 
posed by  ethics  and  whoso  actions 
merely  serve  to  confirm  this  out- 
look. 

This  kind  of  man  has  no  concept 
of  spiritual  values:  to  him  every- 
thing must  be  measured  against  a 
yardstick  calibrated  either  in  dol- 
lars and  cenU  or  in  terms  of  per- 
sonal convenience.  His  plight  Is 
sad— and  dangerous. 

Wo  at  Loyola  are  indeed  grateful 
that  our  curriculum  includes  sub- 
jects concerned  with  basic  values 
and  designed  to  give  one  a whole- 
some Wclfansc/ioiitiup  and  make 
the  whole  man;  for  the  future  of 
world  confused  and  threatened 
with  merciless  destruction  depends 
upon  him.

Perhaps  the  tank  team's  steadiest  and  most  inspiring  perform- 
ance, however,  was  turned  in  by  the  Greyhounds’  qiiiet  spoken 
captain.

Bill,  a breaststroker  also,  swept  through  nine  regular-season 
meets  without  a defeat,  and  on  the  weekend  of  the  M-D  tourney 
he  executed  a real  iron-man  stunt.  In  the  time  trials  on  Friday, 
March  10,  he  won  his  heat,  won  the  championship  in  his  division 
on  Saturday,  and  on  Sunday  he  annexed  the  breaststroke  title 
in  the  South  Atlantic  Championships,  setting  a new  record  in 
the  second  of  these  events.

Earl  came  to  Loyola  after  a highly  successful  athletic  career, 
both  on  the  swimming  and  track  teams,  at  Baltimore  City  Col- 
lege. His  natural  abilities  quickly  won  him  first-string  positions 
in  diving  and  pole  vaulting  on  Greyhound  teams.  He  won  the 
Mason-Dixon  spring-board  championship  in  1949  and  was  ea.sily 
the  top  diver  in  the  leagiie  this  season.

Basketball  Team  Bows^  54-55, 
In  Top  Contest  of  Tournament

The  Mason-Dlxon  Tournament, 
which  was  held  at  Evergreen  on 
March  2,  3,  and  I.  marked  the  cloae 
of  Loyola  College's  baatcetball  sea- 
son. The  Greyhounds  downed 
Bridgewater  and  Hampden  Sydney 
before  bowing  to  top-seeded  Amer- 
ican U.  in  the  finals. 

In  the  Initial  game,  the  Hounds 
drubbed  the  Bridgewater  Eagles  to 
the  tune  of  63  to  36.

Hnmpden-.Sydney  Second  Victim 

Hampden  Sydney  became  the 
Hounds’  second  victim  as  the  Vir- 
ginia five  was  downed,  by  a score 
of  74  to  67-  Although  the  Ever- 
green fjuintet  emerged  the  victor 
by  a 17-polnt  margin,  the  gome  was 
still  in  doubt  with  only  ten  minutes 
remaining  of  a hectic  tilt.  It  was 
at  this  point  that  the  Green  and 


Grey's  depth  spelled  the  difference. 
Sparked  by  the  prolific  Anderson 
and  Zedalis,  who  dumped  24  and  20 
points,  respectively,  through  the 
webbing,  Loyola  pulled  away  in  the 
closing  minutes  to  cop  the  decision.
